Every seat in Judge Muench’s court 
was taken when the work of selecting 
the jury to try Delegate Frederick W.

Among the talesmen in the first panel, 
Alfred 8S. Hildebrand of 1502 Montgom- 
ery street said he had talked to a man 
who served as juror in the Warner case 
and thought he would require that the 
burden of proof be assumed by the de- 
fendant. George R. Blackman of 584? 
Bartmer avenue said he had an opinion, 
as did George H. Becker of 3758 West- 
minster place. 

These men were not excused at the 
time, it being the plan to strike out in- 
eligible talesmen by challenge after a 
sufficient number had been examined. 
Circuit Attorney Sager is being assist- 
ed by Former Judge Bishop and Pries- 
meyer is defended by Thomas J. Rowe, 
Simon 8S.

Mulai Ahmed ben Mohammed er-Rai- 
suli was the world’s most conspicuous 
bandit. His position in Morocco, always 
difficult for the outside world to under- 
stand, was something like that of a pre- 
tender to a throne or the militant lead- 
er of a minority party in a Central 
American republic. But he and his 700 
to 1000 followers put more energy into 
their work than the ordinary revolution- 
ary chief, He was thé nightmare of 
the ease-loving Sultan of Morocco. 

The Perdicari Incident. 

Raisuli became first known interna- 
tionally through his capture of Ion Per- 
dicaris. The latter held American citl- 
zenship, though he had not been in the 
United States for years. He had ne 
frierids in this country who would pay 
his ransom, as did friends of Miss Ellen 
Stone, the American missionary kid- 
naped in Bulgaria. 

When threats against the life of Per- 
dicaris began to reach Washington, 
President Roosevelt, through Secretary 


ince of Riff, soon after he got the $70,- 
000 for Perdicars. 

Though a Mohammedan, Raisuli was 
an opponent of polygamy. It is re- 
lated that when his brother-in-law 
arranged to take another wife, Rais- 
ului, to show his disapproval of the 
slight cast on his. sister, swooped 
down in the midst of the wedding 


‘festivities and killed the young bride 


and her mother. He 
was confined two years in the dun- 
geons at Mogador before being re- 
leased by his followers. 

The Perdicaris and MacLean ex- 
ploits were only the most notable in 
a long career of pillage, in which 
wealthy owners of caravans and mer- 
chants in Moroccan towns were robbed

Mr. Pittman and other customers of 
the company have found that the com- 
pany prefers always to accept the read- 
ings of their meters as correct against 
the protests of their customers.

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UNIONS DEFEAT 
PLAN TO FORW 
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Meeting Favors Supporting 
Any Candidate in Sym- 
pathy With Workers.

of individual freedom.” The work of 
Conroy and Sarber was, therefore, the 
committee found, in accord with labor 
union principles.

N Fremstad, prima donna, in Chicago when 

asked to tell girls how to become great sing- 

“Most girls ambitious to be singers ought to get 
married,’’ she added. 

Now lullabies are, doubtless, just as important as 
arias. Only in a commercial world where the lullabies 
may net the singer less than $10 a week and the arias 
may command as much as $1500 a night, theré must al- 
ways be sordid persons who will consider the arias more 

worth while. 

Miss Fremstad argues from the assumption that 
lullabies are easier to sing than arias. As a matter of 
fact, if a lullaby has any meaning at all, it implies 

more care, more preparation and even more talent than 
the most difficult aria in music, for it must be sung from the heart of a 
good mother. 

How to be a good mother is the hardest and worst paid work in the world. 
As women, we have it eternally preached to us that it is of all work that 
for which we are most fitted and indeed the only work for us worth while. 
Yet as a matter of fact, to be a good mother implies as great an aptitude 
and as careful a cultivation of it as is required in the production of a great 
writer or a great artist. 

The mere fact of parenthood is no glory to a woman any more than it is 
to a mother cat or a mother chicken. Not having borne a child but having 
reared it to health and intelligence and usefulness makes the crown of woman- 
hood. 

The singing of a lullaby may mean merely 
peevish child to sleep by a mother anxious to get back to the perusal of the 


latest “‘best seller,’ or it may hold all the highest and tenderest aspfrations of 
But to have this deeper significance implies the cultivation of 
high thowghts in unselfish deeds; the elimination of all that is shallow and 
petty and insincere. That an unmarried or a childless woman should be small or 
selfish or untruthful, may matter to a few persons. But that a mother should 
possess these meaner qualities of femininity concerns the whole race. To be 
able to sing a lullaby well means to be a tender, high-minded woman, alive to 
the large joys and griefs and injustices of the world as well as to the individual 
pleasures or horrors of the home. In this sense the singing of lullabies is much 
more worth while than the singing of arias. But the arias are easier to learn. 
There are more great larynxes than there are souls. And to be a perfect 
mother is a rarer as well as a higher achievement than to be a great singer. 
However, neither Miss Fremstad nor anyone else can turn larynx into a 
soul or the soul into a larynx. The world is full of mediocre singers and 
mediocre mothers, and there is no particular use in increasing the number of
